And this 
administration is pledged with the aid 
of the pccpie to put upon the statute 
books such additional legislation as 
shall clinch the advance in the stand- 
ards of business and in the manage- 
ment of railroads and industrial cor- 
porations which were set cp by my 
predecessor in his talks to t&e people 
and in his messages to congress. 


"Now I think we have made great 


advance under his influence, but we 
must not stop. He took up the ques- 
tion of conservation of our resources, 
including the reclamation of land, the 
preservation of forests, the deepen- 
ing of waterways, and pledged all his 
efforts In the direction of a scientific 
solution of these questions. Such a. 
policy can not be brought to a cul- 
mination in one administration or 
two or three. All that each one can 
say while he is responsible is that

New Orleans, Sept. 23. — Xcw Or- 


leans and ths neighboring territory 
is gradually recovering from the ef- 
fects of the hurricane which swe=t 
over the gulf states. 


It is known positively that at least 


46 lives were lost and 50 others are 
reported to hare perished in lower 
Terre Bonce perish, but as yet this 
report has not been confirmed by 
definite figures. 


The property loss is far heavier 


than was first believed, and instead 
of running into the hundreds cf thou- 
sands will extend well into the mil- 
lions by the time the final details are 
tallied. Miles of territory have been 
laid waste and crops have been prac- 
tically ruined. 


New Orleans is still sadly crippled 


in the way of railroad facilities and 
telephone asd telegraph communica- 
tion with the outside world. For sev- 
eral days the city's only communica- 
tion was over an improvised long-dis- 
tance telephone circuit. Both the Il- 
linois Central and the Louisville & 
Nashville roads have suffered heavy 
losses, many miles of tracks having 
been washed away. Trains are being

Store houses, sugar mills and dwell- 
ings of every character at Honma 
and other villages suffered heavily, 
and scarcely a structure was un- 
touched by the hurricane. 


The long railroad bridge at Bay St. 


Louis is a complete wreck, and it will 
be weeks before it Is repaired. When 
the storm struck this bridge George 
Doherty, a Western Union lineman 
working out of New Orleans, was at- 
tempting to repair the wires so that 
communication could be re-establish- 
ed. "I was thrown flat on the bridge 
and only saved myself by locking my 
arms around one of the ties," said Do- 
herty in describing his experiences 
on his arrival here. "There were 
three negroes in my gang and they 
finally reached me. By that time the 
waves were tearing up the bridge, 
and we lashed a number of ties to- 
gether with our wire, launching just 
as the section of the bridge on which 
were were standing was swept away. 
The waves were running at least 50 
feet high. The bridge went down and 
we were Trashed around in the bay 
until we w-erc picked up by a fishing 
schooner."

Changed For The Blind 


F. W. St. John, who is afflicted 


with blindness but is • nevertheless 
one of Coshocton's busy citizens, is 
interesting himself in a propoed chan- 
ge of the state laws ia regard to the 
blind institutions. 


As the law now stands a blind per- 


son is adnrtted for one year to learn 
some trade, and is limued to one 
year- 


"This law was made when the only 


vocation open to the blind man was 
that of broom making" remarked Mr. 
St. John." which caa easily lie learn- 
ed in one year. But now various vo- 
cations are opening to the blind and 
it takes more than one year to make 
the s.ghtless man an adept at it and 


, sufficiently proficient to earn his own 
i living- Take for instance the trade 
jcf basket weaving; It is intricate and 
{difficult and takes at the very least 
two years hard study to learn." 


Mr. St. John intends taking the 


matter un with Representative Schot! 
and ask h'ni to introduce a bill in the 
coming legislature to amend the laws 
to fit such a case. He has already con 
fered with John. C. Fisher, who is 
a member of the board of trustees 
of the blind school at Columbus.
